HAJO Seeks

LUXEMBOURG (AP) - The 


president of the North Atlantic 
Alliance Council issued a press- 
ing appeal today for permanent 
solutions to political problems 
left In the wake of last week's 
war In the Middle East. 


Jens Otto Krag of Denmark, 


opening 
the 
two-day annual 


spring review by the foreign 
ministers of the 15 NATO na- 
tions, said the "dramatic events 
in the Middle East Demonstrat- 
ed the risk that such situations 
may explode in military con- 
flicts with unforeseeable inter- 
national consequences." 


Krag, who is prime minister 


and foreign minister of his na- 
tion, appeared to find comfort in 
the 
restraint 
of the 
United 


States and the Soviet Union dur- 
ing the crisis. 


"The policies pursued by the 


major powers during the mili- 
tary phase of the conflict," he 
said, "showed a clear realiza- 
tion of their common interest in 
preventing the situation from 
getting out of hand. 


"Lasting solutions by way of 


negotiation must now be found 
to the political problems in the 
Middle East," Krag said.

He dropped 
to one knee for better cover. 


The bullet hit a hand grenade 


Tygret was carrying in a belt 
pouch.

Flunking the Teacher 


Pupils who fear flunking may 


find comfort in the fact that teach- 
ers, too, sometimes have similar 
worries. The public school teacher 
who fails to meet basic standards 
of performance may face demotion 
or dismissal. 


Statutory and contractual provi- 


sions vary. But a typical question 
is whether a particular teacher is 
"incompetent." What does that 
word mean, when tested in a 
court of law? 


It applies most clearly, of course, 


to the teacher who simply does 
not know his subject. A math 
teacher baffled by math or a his- 
tory teacher ignorant of history is 
obviously incompetent for the po- 
sition he holds. 


He is also incompetent if, al- 


though he knows his subject, he 
lacks the ability to explain it to his 
pupils. 


But there are still other ways, 


beyond the mere ability to teach 
the subject, in which a teacher 
must measure up. 


Thus, he must be able to keep 


order in his classroom without re- 
sorting to extreme methods. A 
woman teacher was held incompe- 
tent because she kept her pupils 
terrorized by cuffing them hard 
and often. The judge said such 
tactics "would not even have been 
tolerated in the days when the 
hickory stick was the symbol of 
authority in the classroom." 


Also, a teacher must be reason- 


ably cooperative whh the school 
administration. One teacher was 
held incompetent because he re- 
fused to let supervisory personnel 
into his classroom. So was another 
teacher who, after collecting money 
for tickets to school plays, failed 
to account for the proceeds. 


Even a physical handicap may 


amount to incompetence- A court 
upheld a charge of incompetence 
against a teacher who became too 
deaf to hear recitations—or the 
profanity that flowed freely in his 
classroom. 


On the other hand, a teacher is 


not required to be a paragon of 
virtue. 


One teacher would occasionally 


loss a piece of chalk at an unruly 
pupil. Incompetent? The court said 
no. Another teacher chewed tobac- 
co. Again, a court held this was 
not grave enough to prove incom- 
petence. 


Nor does the law condemn a

cratically, 


Nevertheless in the 1966*67 


term which ended Monday the 
court covered a lot of ground, 
Principally it backed the police 
a bit while strengthening the 
rights of criminal suspects and 
trial defendants, continued to 
protect individual rights, pur- 
sued its course against racial 
discrimination, made it a little 
tougher to collect on libel suits, 
and took a dim view on convic- 
tions for obscenity. 


In one historic decision the 


court forced a revision nation- 
wide in the treatment of juve- 
niles accused of delinquency to 
give 
them 
legal protection 


similar to that afforded adults. 


In the 
field of individual 


rights: 


— The court ruled states may 


not prosecute a policeman for 
official wrongdoing on the basis 
of a confession given him under 
"threat of removal from office" 
and said lawyers may not be 
disbarred for refusing, under 
the Fifth Amendment's protec- 
tion against self-incrimlnation, 
to testify during official inves- 
tigation into their ethics. 


— The court said New York 


State may not fire a public 
school teacher, or any other civ- 
il servant, solely because he is a 
member of the Communist par- 
ty; knocked out a federal law 
authorizing the government to 
take away an American's cit- 
izenship for voting in a foreign 
election; and ruled Americans 
who visit Communist countries 
without government permission 
may not be criminally prosecut- 
ed.
